“Everybody who knows anything about roulette 
knows that every man who plays it and sticks to it is 
an idiot. There is absulutely no way in which the | 
plaver can beat the game. 

“In the course of the last twenty or thirty years I 
suppose that 1,000 men have come to me with systems 
for beating the wheel. 


The last man to come around 
was a particularly wise guy who told me he could cipher 
out by arithmetic, algebra, trigonometry and conic 
sections that he ha’ an absolutely invincible system. 
‘*Very gravely I told him that if he had such a thing 
he could be a millionaire before the Winter was out. 
Then I asked him what his system was, With much 
enthusiasm, be told me that all one had to do to beat 


the wheel was always to play the second number from 
the last. 

“You never want to argue with one of these system 
fiends. You just want to put their scheme to a prac- | 
tical test. Other idiots tried the same thing at Monte 
Carlo and Ostend years ago and went broke, but the 
young man didn’t know about that, so I told him that | 
I was very much impressed with what he had to say 
and, if it would work, I would see what could be done 
toward capitalizing it. | 

“T suggested, therefore, that we take a stroll around | 
to a house not far from where I lived and see how the | 
thing would work. When we went in I had a little 
talk with the proprietor of the place, and it was ar- 
ranged that I should try the system with real money, 
and my own at that, all I lost to be returned to me at 
the end of the play.

Furthermore, the makers of 
roulette wheels in this country and abroad are reput- 
able business men who often manufacture toys as well 
a8 wheels, and they would no more turn out crooked 
products than they would crack a safe. 

“The daddy of all manufacturers of roulette wheels 
was William Dorsey of Pawtucket. 
teresting history. 

* Years ago he was tried, convicted, and sentenced to 
the Wethersfield Penitentiary at Wetherstield, Conn., 
for forgery. He served his time and after he came out 
it was found that be was absolutely innocent of the 
crime 

* My recollection is that he was a bookkeeper or ac- 
countant before he served his term, but be never went 
back to his old business. For reasons best known to 
himself, he learned the painter’s trade after getting out 
of the penitentiary, and conceived the notion of paint- 
ing the colors on roulette and faro cloths. 

“He was the first one who ever did it, and no one 
ever knew the art as he knew it, except as he taught it 
tothem. Let me say, in passing, that the numbers on 
roulette wheels are not painted on the cloths used in 
Europe at all. The numbers are burned in, while of 
course the red and black colors at the sides of the table 
are painted. Itis only here in America that each of

“You will see from what I have said that a crooked 
roulette wheel is not only unncessary, but is practically 
an absurdity. As much cannot be said, however, of 
faro déal boxes. 

“There are many devices for making such boxes 
crooked, but they all amount to the same thing, that 
they enable the dealer to draw out two cards instead of 
one. However, the crooked deal boxes are not at all 
necessary, and not at all popular in the most responsi- 
ble gambling houses, and I never saw one in any of 
them, 

‘And I'll tell you why they are not necessary. If the 
proprietor of any gambling house wants to get rich 
quicker than by the work of the fatal percentage, he 
can do so without any mechanical contrivances. Now 
I'll show yoy something. 

**Here’s an old pack of cards that we've been using 
in the house to play patience and cribbage and any 
other old game.

Competition is as much the life of pugilism 
asin any wher mart of commerce. The man who is 
“Johnny on the »pab,+ teady-end willing at all times to 
book a match gets the cream of Me game, and if he 
can make good is always in demand, hence, while J. 
Edward Britt is dallying with an international match— 
hoping to allure Jabez White, of England, into his 
snare—the very practical Nelson and the thoroughly 
repentant Young Corbett will retire to the sequestered 
haunts of training quarters and fit themselves for an- 
other set-to in San Francisco sometime next month. 

Although the match may not result in a financial 
gold mine, it will aflord an opportunity to pick up a 
little spending money, since there will be some interest 
in the contest owing to the two good fights which have 
preceded it. 

So far as Young Corbett is concerned the coming bat- 
tle will settle his standing in the pugilistic world for all 
time. If he can’t make good against Nelson there will 
be little use of attempting longer to hold his place as 
a leading factor in the lightweight division—or any 
other division, tor that matter. 

The winner will be pretty certain to get off a match 
before Summer with Britt, and the season will finish 
on the Coast with the “little ‘uns’? making all the 
money in sight. 

No wonder Jeffries, Corbett and Fitzsimmons gulp 
and look sad when they see a Winter passing away in 
idleness, with neverachance to dip into the goulash 
that steams in the flesh pots of California. 

eo ® 

Despite the opposition which the man- 
agers and promoters of boxing shows and fights 
occasionally encounter from the authorities, the out- 
look for boxing during the coming year is considered, 
by those who follow the boxing game, as decidedly 
bright. The affairs with the padded mitts appear to be 
very hard to keep down, and as fast as one city or 

section is closed to the pugilists they bob up serenely in 
another and the game of hit and get hit goes on 
merrily. At the present time there are some eighteen 
States in which boxing is permitted under certain re- 
strictions and more where the sport is indulged in on 
the quiet. Among the States where boxing flourishes 
without interference from the authorities are Cali- 
fornia, Missouri, Maryland, Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Montana, Louisiana, Nevada and & number 
of others. In the list of cities where athletic clubs hold 
bouts of from six to twenty rounds is included San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, Butte, Baitimore, Philadel- 
phia, Kalamazoo, St. Louis, Portland, Kansas City> 
Cambridge, Reading, Wilkesbarre and many others. 

The fact that bouts in Chicago and vicinity have been 
stopped is one of the severe blows to boxers. The 
Windy city was always a well-paying stand for the 
pugilists and large crowds turned out for almost every 
ring battle that promised to be hotly contested. At 
present 'Frisco is the only centre where championship 
contests of at least twenty rounds can be had with the 
assurance of a large crowd. Butte probably comes 
next and Philadelphia is always ready to support a 
bout of importance, but the short route of six rounds is 
seldom productive of decisive results. Boston, where 
boxing was sat down on about six months ago, is be- 
ginning to show signs of a revival of the sport, and 
even in this city there is a growing undercurrent in 
the favor of permitting a revival of the old Horton 
law days. It would not be surprising if a bill to permit 
boxing, under certain restrictions, was presented and 
passed at the next session of the Legislature. 

In all the various classes and divisions of pugilism, 
with the exception of the heavyweight, there are signs 
of a renewal of activity during the coming months. 
Tommy Murphy, Hughey McGovern, Monte Attell, 
Frankie Neil and all the little fellows have matches in 
view, while a little further up the weight line Jimmy 
Britt, Battling Nelson, Young Corbett, Joe Gans, Jabez 
White, Abe Attell and the other featherweights and 
lightweights will all find opportunities to meet if they 
80 desire. In the heavier divisions there is less action. 
Fitzsimmons, Corbett, Sharkey, Ruhlin and the other 
heavies appear to have had enough of Jeffries, and the 
big fellow appears to be doomed to inactivity unless 
Marvin Hart succeeds in winning from Jack Johnson.

The list of amateur world’s records in the events 
which generally make upthe programme of the aver- 
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ested in the details of the case as it unfolded, and finally 
they learned that the pair had “made up”’ in 4 San 
Francisco court, the money being split to salt, the 
claims of each. The announcement was made that 
amicable relations had been re-established and that 
Murphy would continue to manage the Dane as though 
no unpleasantness had occurred. 

Some of the curious are wondering what became of the 
difference between $9,000 and the amount won by Nel- 
son in bis bouts with Young Corbett and Jimmy Britt.

This $2,000 represented ex penses 
from about Nov. 1 to Dec, 23, the date on which Mur- 
pby left that city — practically seven weeks, an average 
of nearly $300 per week. 

The necessary expenses included the salary of Eddie 
Santry, his sparring partner, who probably received $50 
a-week ; three helpers at about §25 a-week—a total of 
$75; and rent of training quarters, $75 a-weex. The 


other $100 would be used up in board and incidentals. | 


This estimate is not too high; in fact, many other 
fighters spend a great deal more to prepare for a bout.

Young Corbett doesn’t take his recent set 
back very gracefully, and by some fairminded sport- 
ing men is looked upon as something akin to a 
“squealer.”’

BOXING POINTS | 
THAT COUNT 


Some Gritics Aver that Only Decisive 
Results Should Merit Award. 


ad 





Decisions awarded on close margins was the subject of 
discussion the other day in the POLICE GAZETTE office 
between a well-known referee, who is regarded as em- 
inently well posted on the technical points of the game, 
and a certain pugilistic writer who in the halcyon days 
of the Horton law was occasionally selected to referee 
ring arguments. Referee Roche's decision in the re- 
cent Britt-Nelson contest, in which he awarded the 
verdict to the Californian on “points,’’ aroused the 
question. “Whatare pointsin boxing?’”’ Those who 
have made a study of thesport unhesitatingly allow a 
full point forthe man who does all the leading and 
lands the blow, and a half point to his opponent if the 
latter isclever enough to counter and reach the intended 
mark, This disparity of credit to the man who 
counters is explained by the fact thata man in boxing 
who lands takes all the chances, He usually throws 
his vulnerable spots open to an opponent, and does so 
to force the contest. 

Why should he not be given double credit? And 
why should not the man who is wary to set the pace 
be penalized for his temerity ? Americans like plenty 
of action. Thatis the reason the Marquis of Queens- 
berry rules were so quickly adopted in this country. 
They put a premium on speci and generalship, and 
contests thus fought suit the tusies of the average ring 
followers. 

Parrying and blocking vicious leads, side-stepping, 
ducking and slipping are all legitimate evasive tactics, 
and should be given credit for in the final summary of 
points gained by contestants in the ring. The man, 
however, who “tin cans,” to use a ring vernacuiar, 
should be condemned and punished when a referee is 
fitting bis mind’s gauge for a winner or loser, It is 
neither a legitimate nor plucky way of avoiding an 
opponent, not under the Marquis of Queensberry rules 
at least. 

Tt did very well and was countenanced under the old 
London prize-ring rules, when trickery and dishonest 
motives and acts were always applauded. The ring has 
been clevated since those days, and the devotees of the 
sport have no time or use for the “‘tin-can boxer."’ Had 
Referee Roche kept a memorandum of the winner at 
the end of each round he would have had no difficulties 
in declaring the bout a draw. 

Nelson forced the contest in the greater number of 
rounds, his blocking equalled that of Britt, he lost in 
comparison on left-hand work with the Californian, 
and was not half as good arunner. These conclusions 
are reached not by the contradictory telegraphic reports 
| of the contest, but by mail advices from men high in 
club life in ’Frisco who were at the ringside and who 
know a right-hand cross-counter from a left-arm up- 
percut.
